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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 192-205 are pending and claims 1-191 have been cancelled in the 
Preliminary Amendment filed 01/07/05. 

2. The IDS filed 06/27/06 has been considered and entered. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 192-195, drawn to a commercial system with a first plurality of 
credit confidential data collection units and at least one credit confidential 
data receiver, classified in class 705, subclass 38. 

II. Claims 196-201 , drawn to a confidential sharing system with a first 
plurality of data collection units, a third plurality of data consumer units, 
and at least one confidential data sharing interface, classified in class 705, 
subclass 39. 

III. Claims 202-205, drawn to a method for collecting confidential information 
comprising collecting confidential data, storing confidential data, sharing 
confidential data, receiving a request, collecting the individual entity 
specific confidential data, and transmitting the individual entity specific 
confidential data, classified in class 705, subclass 1 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs. 
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modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different scopes, furthermore they have different modes of 
operation thus yielding different effects and are not capable of use together for the 
reason set forth. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
